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Among the fatty acid compounds as set forth in claim 1, only part 
of the fatty acid compounds such as (2R) -2-propyloctanoic acid and 
2-propylpentanoic acid are disclosed in the meaning within PCT Article 
5. Thus, claim 1 is not sufficiently supported in the meaning within 
PCT Article 6. 
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
